Several] launches of this type, with 
which all our large warships are sup- 
plied, have sunk in broad daylight after 
bumping into target rafts. ‘whey are 
safe so long as nothing happens to them 
—no longer. 

They are practically open boats, carry- 
ing a heavy load of machinery. ‘They 
are covered with a tightly secured can- 
vas top, fastened to a domed meta 
frame; aft there is a narrow opening on 
each side by way of entrance to the pas- 
senger compartment; the engine space 
is usually completely housed in, and the 
man at the wheel, in front, has a scanty 
and inadequate hole in the canvas cov- 
ering through which to lay his course. 

These boats are mere death traps when 
they receive serious injury. ‘heir pas- 
sengers and crew are in a@ Canvas ana 
iron cage, from which they have not 
one chance in a thousand of escaping 
if the boat sinks. 

No other navy puts its men, or even 
its full-dressed officers, into such snares, 
At Hampton Roads last month the Brit- 
ish. German, Japanese and Austrian 
launches were boats with high, snin 
bows, fit for dealing with a sea. ‘They 
were decked over for at least two-thirds 
of their length toward the stern, and 
the passenger space, instead of @ Dox, 
was an open place protected from spray 
by a buggy-top awning folding forward, 
and easily put out of the way of pas- 


sengers.

State Witnesses Flatly Contradic 
Those for the Defense, 


— = 


2 WOMEN HELD FOR PERJURY 


McGee and Allen Who Testified for 
the Defense and Contradicted 
Orchard Are Under Bond. 
Trial Drawing To 
Its Close. 


Boise, Idaho, July 16—In_ the .last 
stages of the cases against William D. 
Haywood, the prosecution put six wit- 
nesses on the stand today to rebut the 
evidence of the defense. Three testified 
to conditions in the Coeur d’Alene_ in 
1890, and three to the situation in Col- 
orado during the strike period of 1903 
and 1904. The important witnesses of 
the day were called to contradict the 
showing made by witnesses for the de- 
fense that there was no reason for the 
calling of the militia of Colorado, other 
than a desire on the part of the mine 
owners to drive members; of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners from the min- 
ing district. One witness flatly con- 
tradicted the evidence introduced by the 
defense to show that. the explosion of 
the Vindicator mine was due to an ac- 
cident. 

While the big trial was going on in 
the district court before Judge Wood 
an interesting off-shoot of the caSe was 
being heard in the small room used as 
a court by Justice of the Peace Savage. 
|” W. Aller, the depot agent, who was 
arrested charged with perjury, was 
brought before the magistrate for a pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The principal witness in the perjury 
hearing was Orchard himself. The pris- 
oner was brought in from the peniten- 
tiary in charge of Warden Whitten and 
a penitentiary. guard. 

Not more than a half dozen people: 
outside of the principals in the case, and 
the other witnesses, were present when 
Orchard went over his testimony, as to 
his connection with D. C. Scott, the 
railroad agent, who, Aller swore, inter- 
viewed Orchard in Cripple Creek two 
or three weeks before the explosion at 
the Independence depot on June 6, 1904.

A CLEVER EXPEDIENT. 


Telegraph Gave Signala to Troops 
With Engine Whistle. 
(From The, New York Tribune.) 
Colonel Robert C. Clowry, president of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
who has come into particular prominence 
just at the present time because his 
refusal to hear the grievances of the 
telegraphers’ union has threatened to re- 
sult in a strike, is a man possessed of 
remarkable resourcefulness. Even those 
who maintain that Colonel Clowry is all 
wrong in his opposition to the demands 
of the Western Union operators readily 
admit that this is in no way due to his 

lack of original ideas. 

As an illustration of this characteris- 
tic of the Western Union’s president, it 
may be said that he sent a wireless 
telegraphic message forty years before 
the names of Marconi or De Forest were 
heard of. 

It happened back in civil war times, 
when Colonel Clowry was an assistant 
quartermaster in charge of the United 
States military telegraph service in the 
department of Mississippi, Kansas and 
Arkansas. In the course of one cam- 
paign Captain Clowry, as he was then, 
discovered that he was unable to com- 
municate with a detachment of union 
troops on the other side of the Missouri 
river. The night was pitch dark, and 
the rain was descending in torrents. 
The stream was so swollen that an at- 
temipt to cross it would have méant cer- 
tain death. 

Clowry learned that the enemy was 
marching on the union army, and .ex- 
pected by means of a flank movement to 
surround it. The confederates had plan- 
ned to compel the surrender of their 
foe, as the latter could not retreat with- 
out being driven into the river. A suc- 
cessful defense against the attack seem- 
ed imposstble, as fae confederate large- 
ly outnumbered the unionists. 

Various expedients rapidly crossed the 
mind of the young telegraph chief. He 
thought of firing a gun so that the re- 
ports would correspond with’ the ticks 
of a telegraph key. The scheme proved 
futile because with the type of gun then 
in use it was impossible to discharge 
one shot after another with sufficient 
rapidity. 

Pacing back and forthh in the pouring 
rain as he wrestied with what seemed 
an unsolvable problem, the “captain of 
the wire’’ chanced to see a locomotive 
standing on a siding. The sight prompt- 
ed a new idea. He le&ped into the lo- 
comotive'’s cab, and, finding that the fire-

FALLING SPARK 


TOUCHED POWDER 


And Caused Explosion on the 
Battleship Georgia 


VICTIM TELLS OF EXPLOSION 


One of the Men in the Turret Tells 
of the Deadly Work Done by the 
Powder—Ninth Fatality Is 
Reported and Others 
Will Die. 


Boston, Mass., July 16.—The cause of 
the accident on the battleship Georgia 
was the falling of a spark which prob- 
ably was blown from one of the Geor- 
gia’s smoke stacks, on a bag of powder 
which a loader was carrying to a gun 
in the after super-imposed turret. The 
battleship suffered comparatively little 
damage from the explosion and resumed 
target practice under vrders from the 
Navy department. 

The bodies of six of the victims of 
the explosion on board the battleship 
Georgia Monday have been claimed by 
relatives, and sent home from the Unit- 
ed States naval hospital at Chelsea, and 
two more bodies will be sent tomorrow. 
The body of the ninth victim of the 
disaster, Seaman Edward F. Walsh, of 
Lynn, Mass., who died this afternoon, 
still lies on the cot at the naval hospi- 
tal. Walsh’s mother, Mrs. M. Walsk, 
and a brother were with him when he 
died. Tomorrow his body will be taken 
to Lynn for interment. 

Condition of the Injured. 

Of the other twelve young men who 
faced death in the turret of the battle- 
ship, and who now lie in the naval hos- 
pital, it is possible that two, Seaman 
James P. Thomas, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and Louis O. Meese, of Cincinnati, may 
not survive the night. Five others are 
in a serious coindtion, with strong hopes 
that three of them may recover, while 
the rest of the injured are well on the 
way to full recovery. 

No word of complaint, of criticism, or 
of pain comes from any of the sufferers, 
but frequently from the burned and 
swollen lips is whispered a question, as 
to how “the other fellows” are getting 
along. At the head of each cot in the 
naval hospital stands a bouquet of 
flowers, sent today by Admira] Yama- 
moto, of the Japanese navy, through his 
aide, Lieutenant Commander Tani- 
guchi. 

Beautiful wreaths, bearing the colors 
of Japan and the card of the Japanese 
admiral, were also placed on the cof- 
fins of Lieutenant Goodrich and Mid- 
shipman Goldthwaite when their bodies 
were sent home today, and bouquets 
Similarly inscribed accompanied the 
body of ecah seaman. 

The condition of Midshipman John T. 
Cruse, while serious, is yet hopeful. 

Frank Schlapp, boatswains mate, of 
North Adams, Mass., will probably re- 
cover. Schlapp has once before been a 
victim of an explosion while in the serv- 
ice, being one of three who were _  in- 
jured in the six-inch turret of the Kear- 
sarge on April 13, 1906. 

From his cot in the naval hospital at 
Chelsea, ‘Acting Gunners Captain 
Charles H. Hansel today was able to 
tell the story of the accident on the 
United States battleship Georgia which 
cost eight lives and caused injuries to 
thirteen other ‘men in Cape Cod bay 
yesterday. Mr. Hansell said: 

“None of us knew much about it till 
it was all over, it was so quick. When 
I saw the first flash, instinct told me 
what was up and I kept presence of 
mind enough to dodge back from the 
Sheet of flames that began to envelop 
the turret. I got down to the floor, 
crawled under the gun and out to the 
port hole as far as I could get. Here 
I could get some air, and I was so low 
down that the fumes did not hurt me 
seriously. Kimball was with me and he 
did not get a burn, My hand was burn- 
ed where I held an iron rod, and I got 
burned around the hand but I guess it 
is not very bad. 

Goodrich Tried to Escape. 

“The instant the flash caine Lieuten- 
ant Goodrich, who was in charge of the 
work in our turret, rushed to the hatch- 
way on top of the turret, thinking to 
get out before the turret filled with 
smoke and gas but the powder was too 
quick for him and he was _ horribly 
burned before he could get to the air 
and safety. Seaman Malek was sitting 
on top of the turret, where he was sta- 
tioned to take messages with his legs 
hanging down the hatch way. Influ- 
enced probably by Lieutenant Goodrich 


who, maddened by his sufferings, plung- 
ed into the sea, he threw himself over-

Washington, July 16.—An important de | 
Cision handed down by Commissioner 
Lane was announced by the imterstate 
commerce commission today. It involves 
the right of a road to divert traffic 
from one cotton compress to another, 
which, the commission holds, the car- 
riers do not possess. 

The case was that Of Muskogee Com- 
mercial club and the Muskogee traffic 
bureau against the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railway. It appeared from the 
testimony that the defendant carried 
cotton to South McAlester to be com- 
pressed, although it might the more eas- | 
ily have been compressed at Muskogee. 
The commission holds that the defen-, 
dants’ rule for compression of cotton in 
transit ‘‘resuits in undue _ prejudice 
against Muskogee and that defendant 
should grant all the provisions to one 
coispression point that it grantg to an- 
other.” 

The commission also holds that the 
fact that a compress company at South 
McAlester has another compress at Fort 
Smith and threatens, unless the fore- 
going preference is given to its compress 
at South McAlester, to divert its cotton 
traffic to another railroad, does justify 
discrimination in the rules of practices 
of defendant. - 

“The question of compression of cot- 
ton in transit,” says the commission, 
“is mot one with which a railroad may 
deal entirely as it sees fit and without 
regard to the effect which its practices 
have upon the transportation of cotton. 
Either the carrier must publish a rate 
on uncompressed cotton and another 
rate on compressed ootton, and divorce 
itself entirely from the matter of com- 
pression, or else such compression as iS 
by the railroad becomes subject 
to the jurisdiction of the commission. 
Where a railroad company declares a 
policy which allows compression of cot- 
ton in transit at the nearest point, it 
cannot vary that rule so as to give cer- 
tain shippers the opportunity to avoid it 
and thereby receive an advantage which 
‘s not given to shippers generally.”

‘‘We have secured an opinion from the’ 


finest hydraulic engineer in the country,” 
said Mr. Peters, ‘‘and there is no use 
in our trying to satisfy Mr. Hurt, for 
he isn't going to be satisfied, no matter 
whose opinion we get.

If we are to have a continuation of 
the prevailing system with the letter 
file and its numerous indorsements 
traveling back and forth, and finally 
being hung up in Washington for 
final decision, too often delayed to 
the point of exasperation, then, sro far 
as the people of Georgia and reigh- 
boring states are voncerned, the ap- 
peintment might as well never have 
been made; for it will prove merely 
an empty mockery. 

‘Some months ago the Southern rail- 
way was partitioned into two great 
divisions. Of the southern division, 
| with headquarters in Atlanta, Mr. M. 
M. Richey was placed in charge as 
general manager and endowed with 
some authority. He has already suc- 
ceeded, in a measure, in bringing 
atout a certain degree of reformation 
in the service which is appreciable 
and‘ advantageous.

We are now indulging the hope that 
the appointment of Mr. Thompson as 
assistant to the president is a contin- 
uation of the same wise policy which 
was forecasted in the appointment of 
Mr. Richey.

The object of Mr. Fraser’s Dill, he 
states, is to put on the tax books ali the 
surplus and undivided profits which may 
be possessed by any state or national 
bank. It is stated that this would re- 
sult in increased returns from the banks 
of the state amounting to approximate- 
ly $42,000,000. 

A number of bankers have, it is 
stated, taken the matter up and will ap- 
pear before the committee in opposition 
to this measure. 


Drinking Less Water.

N TAX RETURNS 


$14,000,000 Gain in Accepted 
Corporation Assessments, 


ARBITRATION FOR CENTRAL 


Alex W. Smith Will Represent 
Road in Determining Tax Val- 
uation of Franchise. Arbi- 
tration and State Rep- 

resentatives Meet 


Corporation tax returns, which have 
already been agreed upon with Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright, show an 
increase over last year of between §&/ 2,- 
000,000 and $14,000,000. This increase 
has already been secured without arbi- 
tration. 

The foregoing includes the $6,000,000 
increase in the returns of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, and 83,- 
300,000 increase in the returns of the 
tangible property of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company, which has been 
assénted to by that company. 

These increases, together with the as- 
sessments which the comptroller gen-, 
eral has made upon the corporation 
property in the state, show an aggregate 
increase of between $55,000,000 and $60,- 
000,000 from corporation property alone. 
It is probable, however, that some of 
these increased assessments will be re- 
duced as the result of the arbitrations 
which are to be had. 

The approximate corporation returns 
for 1906 were $90,000,000. An addition

Central’s Arbitration. 


ComptroHer General Wright received 
notice yesterday of the appointment of 
Alex W. Smith, of Atlanta, as arbitrator 
of the tax assessment of the franchise 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany. Mr. Smith served the Central in 
the same capacity on the occasion of 
the last arbitration two years ago. 

The Central has agreed to accept the 
comptroller general's assessment of its 
physical property, and will only contest 
the valuation put upon its franchise. The 
valuation of the Central's physical prop- 
erty was put at $16,808,744, which is an 
increase of about $3,300,000. 

It is the valuation of its franchise to 
which the Central objects, and this will 
be the subject of arbitration. The Cen- 
tral returned its franchise at $3,30I,- 
173, and the comptroller general as- 
sessed it at $13,159,376. 

The Central's total return was $1/6,- 
823,850, and this was increased by the 
comptroller general to $29,968,120.

Railroad Commissioner O. B. Stevens, 
who has been designated by the comp- 
troller general to represent the state in 
all of these tax arbitrations, has asked 
the arbitrators appoinésed by the Central, 
Southern and Atlantic Coast Line to 
meat him in Atlanta, at the capitol, on 
Thursday morning, for the purpose of 
discussing the work before them. 

There is little doubt that it will be 
necessary to appoint an umpire in each 
case, and the final decision in case of 
disagreement will, of course, rest with 
him.

The procla- 
mation will put the railroads on notice, 
and it will be a statutory offense, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $500, to haul a per- 
son afflicted with a contagious disease 
into the state. If in interstate travel a 
passenger demands that the carrier 
bring him to Texas, the health officer 
will require that the railroad notify 
the authorities at destination and the pa- 
tient will be required to submit to an 
examination and if not satisfactory, the 
patient will be subject to deportation,

Sales were estimated at 
200,000 bales, The market opened steady 
at an advance of 15 points on July, and 
of 3@5 points on later months, notwith- 
standing rather indifferent cables and a 
good weather map. There was some 
selling in expectation of a bearish week- 
ly review at midday, but brokers, be- 
lieved to represent the leading short in- 
terest, were buyers, and room traders 
showed a disposition to bid up the mar- 
ket to make a high basis for covering. 
On this support prices worked up dur- 
ing the middle of the morning, and 
around midday the market showed a net 
gain of 32 points on July, and of about 
16 to 25 points on other months. At 
this level offerings increased somewhat 
and with the weekly report quite as 
hearish as expected, the market eased 
off slightiy in the later trading. Busi- 
ness was not active at any time during 
the morning.
